Many parr ills will applaud tills 
"best for the boys ’ and will give 
these boys more to spend for per­ 
sonal luxuries elsewhere 
while 
they arc still home." This human 
impulse to do so is easily under­ 
stood, Then, ol course, there the 
old heart-pull cl our "near old 
Alma Mater.” 
MI these forces together may 
cause the representative commit­ 
tees of the high schools choosing 
various symbolic items for com­ 
mencement next, June to set their 
sights very high. Often, too, on 
such committees arc members 
whose parents have a comfort­ 
able income and don’t feel the 
financial burdens usually con­ 
nected with commencement. 
Other members, whose parents 
may have restricted Incomes, are 
not inclined to speak up for eco­ 
nomy. They hardly Isave the 
courage to Interpret to their 
classmates the hardship which 
excessively high cost of com­ 
mencement entails. Cass and 
school spirit and the ov< w helm ­ 
ing urge to keep up with the 
Joneses sweep them on and their 
burdened parents are pressed 
into silence.

IF there were no daydreamers 
our civilisation would return to 
its earliest primitive state The 
great creations in art, literature, 
music, science 
and inventions 
came out of the heads of day­ 
dreamers. But not nearly all day­ 
dreams are creations, some are 
destructions. Many crimes are 
undoubtedly the fulfillm ent of 
daydreams. Most daydreams, per­ 
haps, am ount to nothing but to 
hamper useful thinking and ac­ 
tion by the dreamer and to annoy 
other persons. 
Daydreams often are escapes 
from what is bore some, or in some 
other way unpleasant When, for 
example, the pupil In school finds 
a lesson or class activity t »o hard 
for him to succeed at, he almost 
surely goes woolgathering. On the 
other hand, lf what he is sup­ 
posed to dc is too easy to chal­ 
lenge his efforts, it becomes bore­ 
some and oil he goes into day­ 
dreams. 
Brightest C hild 
Thus daydreaming may bepun 
In f ie brightest child. But thus 
begun and 
practiced at day­ 
dreaming, this smart child may 
still be daydreaming when harder 
learning tasks arise, with the re­ 
sult that he may fail to m aslei 
many essential items. According­ 
ly, his daydreaming, begun be­ 
cause of boredom, may so con­ 
tinue as to be encouraged stil 
more because of later failure to 
enjoy learning -uccesscs. 
While such daydreaming m ight 


problem now may be different. 
Some way will have to be found 
by which this child will make up 
his arrears and be able to enjoy 
achievement on the learning job 
at hand. 
Though it may be desirable at 
times to call the attention of the 
child, when he obviously is day­ 
dreaming, back to the thing at 
hand, the effect will be only tem ­ 
porary unless he is able to enjoy 
achievement then. How futile It is 
for a parent to exhort the child at 
home to pay attention at school, 
or to punish him for alleged day­ 
dreaming. He may bo helped at 
home by assisting him there to 
read better, spell better or do bet­ 
ter in other subjects Also at home 
he may be practiced in good reg­ 
ular habits of application when 
doing his lessons there Further­ 
more, when this child Is asked 
or told to do som ething at home, 
be sure you have his complete at­ 
tention. Sometim es it will be de­ 
sirable to have him repeat tilt 
request or command before he 
starts to carry it out. 
The mother of a seven-year-old 
boy, getting fairly good grade!
